Reasons for Allowance / 

Applicant's amendment has satisfied and overcome the rejection of claim 1 , in 
that Araki are neither suggested nor discussed ink meniscus in the nozzle is vibrated 
finely by performing a plurality of times; a pushing out process of pushing the ink 
meniscus out from a surface of the nozzle such that a peak distance of the ink meniscus 
from a the surface of the nozzle is at least substantially equal to a radius of the nozzle. 

Re claim 17, the prior art to Araki are neither suggested nor discussed the ink 
meniscus is pushed out from a surface of the nozzle by a peak distance at least 
substantially equal to a nozzle radius.
